Pope urges Europe to unite beyond boundaries

STRASBOURG, Prance — Pope John 
Paul II on Saturday urged Europe to build 
a future based on the foundation of dignity, 
freedom and rights that transcend national 
boundaries. 

John Paul, mnking_his_fourth_trip. to 
• France and hjs 40th foreign trip as pope, 
spoke to the Council of Europe and the Eu- 
ropcan Court of Humo-n'Rightrorrthirfirst' 
day of his four-day visit to Alsace-Lor- 
raine, in eastern France. 


In an airport arrival statement, the pon- 
tiff said the Roman Catholic Church views 
"with satisfaction the efforts made by the 
European countries to tighten still more 
their bonds and forge a common future." 

In the past, the Polish-bom pontilT has 
evoked the vision of a united Europe ex- 
,tending..'!frQm-thc-AUantic-to-tho-Ural8"- 
based on a common Christian heritage. 

The pope expanded on this theme in his 
■two"nddrosBe8'Saturday-and'wa5-oxpccted" 
to do so again in his speech before the Eu- 
ropean Parliament on Tuesday. 


His message comes at a time of lively 
debate among the Common Market na- 
tions, which Iwvo agreed to integrate their 
economies in 1992. The commitment has 
touched off widespread discussion about 
whether Western Europe should move to- 
ward becoming a single political unit.

pope said the countries of the old continent 
should remember their common Christian 
heritage and apply it in policies governing 
family life, biotechnology, education a'nd 
employment.

PUC emphasizes conservation in proposed directive to utilities

TWIN FALLS rr- Conservation could be- 
come a major source of electricity in Idaho, 
according to thcPublic Utilities Commission.. . 

Realistically, . conservation . measures in . 
-^daho— could^ncreas e - b y - 2 0-percent— the- 
' ‘amdunt of available electricity and would be 
cheaper than developing new resources to 
■pri)duto“thal“niirch'”p{iwer,~'lPUC'Comims= 
sioncr Ralph Nelson said. 

The IPUC issued a proposed order Thurs- 
-.-day that would require utilities to giva equal 
consideration to conservation measures when 
looking for new power sources. 

The energy surplus we arc currently on* 
joying will not last forever," Commission 
■ Prcsidcnrtoc'Miller said. :"An aggressive 
conservaridh program may enable our state 
^ to avoid or at least postpone the need for 
costly and environmentally objectionable 
generating facilities." 

Though Idaho currently has so much sur- 
plus power that Idoho Power Co. is consider- 
ing selling some of its surplus to Southern 
California and Nevada, now is the time to be- • 
gin a conservation program, Miller said. Con- 
servation measures take time to install. If 


Idaho waits for n power shortage, new gener- 
ating plants mu.st be constructed quickly at 
great expense, he said. 

• "Introducing a new ,300 megawatt plant 
into the rate base would result in rate shock," 
Miller said. "One of the advantages of conser- 
vation is that it can be acquired a little atfe 
-timer — : z — 

Some claim that a kilowatt acquired by 
conservation is cheaper than a kilowatt ac- 
'quired by generation. Miller said. In response 
to rising utility costs and rates in the late 
1970s early 1980.S, IPUC adopted conserva- 
tion .programs, on.a_utility-b y-uti lit y. ba.si s. 
and approved weathcrization programs and 
rate structures designed to encourage conser- 
vation. 

In January 1987, the commission started' 
investigating the direction and scope of con- 
scryation .and weathcrization programs of 
Idaho’s electric utilities, IPUC's public hear- 
ings in Boise Oct. 14. and 15, 1987, tried to 
determine if cost effective standards could be 
applied to electric utility conservation pro- 
grams. The proposed order is a result of thoiic 
hearings. 

The order "is a result of a national push to 
explore conservation opportunities," IPUC 
Commissioner Ralph Nelson said. "I'd like to 


see this addressed in building codes.” 

Some local govemmenU in the, Northwest, 
have adopted the Model Conservation Stan- 
dards developed by the Bonneville Power Ad- 
ministration. Those standards include ade- 
quate insulation, six-inch exterior walls in 
bousing; double pane glass with a thermal
